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Hourly Wages of Adult Male Workers 
in 43 Oceupations, October 1952 


The preliminary results of the International Labour Office inquiry into 
the hourly wages of adult male wage earners in October 1952 are presented 
in this issue of the Supplement. The preliminary results of the inquiry 
into retail prices of selected consumption goods in October 1952 will be 
published in July. Expanded tables, containing statistics of wages and 
prices for additional countries as well as statistics of normal hours of 
work in 43 occupations in October 1952 will be published in the Year 
Book of Labour Statistics, 1953. 

The wage data have been supplied by the statistical services of 28 coun- 
tries in response to an inquiry which now enters its thirtieth year. The 
figures generally relate to rates of pay, though in some cases only statistics 
of earnings are available. When possible, footnotes specify whether the 
figures for a given country refer to minimum, maximum, average, or pre- 
dominant rates of pay. In certain cases wages per day, week, or month 
have been converted to an hourly basis by dividing by normal hours of work 
in the occupation concerned. When the conversion has been made on any 
other basis, this is indicated in footnotes. 


HIstTorRIcaL COMPARISONS 


The results of the annual October inquiry since 1924 have been published 
in the International Labour Review and the Year Book of Labour Statistics. 
The data thus available make possible a number of historical comparisons 
of the occupational structure of wages. While the number of countries 
covered has increased with the progress of labour statistics, it is possible 
in some cases to muke direct comparisons of identical occupations over 
the entire period covered. 

The following tables present certain comparisons of skill differentials 
and the relative remuneration of various skilled occupations based on 
materials from the October inquiry.

The above tables reveal no clearly identifiable trend of occupational 
wage differentials and skill differentials in the period covered. While certain 
evidence has been adduced in recent years to show a narrowing of the wage 
structure by comparison with the pre-war structure, the statistics of rates 
of pay cited here do not show a consistent pattern of narrowing differentials.
